as well as the closest collaboration 
between the democracies. Well- 
informed circles, however, believe that 
a war 10 the Far East. with Japan 
fighting Britain and the United States, 
js unlikely in the immediate future 
They are confident Japan will back 
down rather than risk going to war 
against the big Powers. Meanwhile, 
reports of Japanese preparations for 
major move in the Pacific continue ‘o 
pour in. The strength of the Japanese 
Army in Manchuria and Korea in 
creased to 17 divisions, with the 
biggest concentrations of troops east >f 
Harbin, about 300 miles from the 
Soviet Far Eastern frontier. The 
Japanese Navy is said to have mined 
the Tsushima Straits, in the Japan Sea, 
between Korea and Japan proper. 
Large Japanese forces are said to ie 
held ready on the islands of Formosa 
and Hainan. off the coasts of China 
and French Indo-China respectively.

President Roosevelt's order consoli- 
dating the United State and Common- 
wealth forces in the Philippines under 
General Douglas MacArthur, was 
viewed in official quarters here aga 
step for securing á ane for any neces- 
sary operations in the far Pacific. In a 
statement to-day General MacArthur 
said: ‘* The action of the American 
Government in establishing this new 
command can only mean that it intends 
to maintain at any cost or effort its full 
rights in the Far East. It is quite 
evident that its determination is 
immutable, its will indomitable. To 
this end both American and Filipino 
soldiers can be expected to give of their 
utmost. 

ln co-operation with Britain and the 
Netherlands East Indies the authorities 
explained that American forces in the 
Philippines could at least hinder any 
threat of a southward attack by the 
Japanese regardless of support from the 
main United States Fleet.

The Japabese Stock Market 
collapsed yest4rday, some shares fall- 
ing to their jlowest levels since the 
Manchurian dent in 1931. How 
ever, the Finafce Minister, Mr. Ogura, 
issued a statement assuring business- 
men that the Government were pre- 
pared for the new situation and 
minimising the effect of American 
freezing. 
Since Britain gave notice of her in- 
tention to abrogate all trade treaties 
with Japan, the Japanese are taking 
the position, it is reported, that 
American and British freezing orders 
are elastic and do not necessarily mean 
an ending of trade between Japan and 
the Democracies. They may be 
followed in time by a total economic 
llockade, but that is taken to be un- 
likely at the present, when, according 
to reliable authorities, both Japan and 
the Democracies are each anxious to 
avoid giving each other new provoca- 
tion. Japan, it is reported, is con- 
fident of being able to stabilise the 
present situation, which she does not 
regard as really serious for her trade.

95 "PLANES TO 
BRITAIN’S 74

AST weeks air losses on the 
Western front and the 


Middle 

East were 95 Axis machines and 
74 British aircraft. The German High 
Command calimed to have shot down 
last week 127 British ‘planes and 
to have lost only seven of their 
own in the West. The actual 
figures were 69 German and 65 British 
aircraft. They were made up as 
follows:—The Luftwaffe had 5 de- 
stroyed over Britain and 64 over Ger- 
many and occupied territory. The 
R.A.F:; lost on": ove. Britain and 64 
in large-scale raids on Germany, :occu- 
pur ports and shipping. In the Middle 
mast 13 Axis machines were detroved 
Ly the R.A.F who lost three. In 
addition, the Navy claimed 13 Axis 
planes, 12 of them in the successful 
defence of the convoy in the Mediter- 
ranean Six British aircraft were lost 
in this action, but the crews of four 
were saved.

Thirty-seven of the crews of British 
four-engined bombers shot down by 
German fighter: and A.-A. fire on July 
24 have been taken prisoner, says the 
German News Agency to-day.

When the Scharnhorst sltpped out of 
Brest in a bid to evade the R.A.F., 
German camouflage experts constructed 
a replica in her old berth—but they 
did not bluff reconnaissance crews of 
the Coastal Commanu Disclosing how 
the battle cruiser’s attempt to break 
out into the Atlantic was frustrated 
the Air Ministry News Service states 
that beneath a camouflage canopy was 
placed a 530 feet long oil tanker, with 
smaller ships at bow and stern to give 
length all fitted with devices to 
resemble the Scharnhorst’s  super- 
structure—‘‘a case of a bolster beneath 
the bed sheets’’ But reconnaissance 
units, which had flown over Brest 
several times daily for months, de 
tected flaws in the concealment scheme, 
though thev had to evade possibly the 
heaviest barrage ever raised against in- 
vestigating aircraft. 

Then the Coastal Command flung out 
a pattern of patrols across the western 
approaches and the Bay of Biscay. 
Every yard of the Breton coast was 
searched. Despite poor visibility, enemy 
smokescreens and devices like myste- 
rious trails of bluish and yellow oil— 
one 100 yards wide and seven miles 
long—on the sea. results came promptly. 
Almost simaltaneously several aircraft 
signalled back that the Scharnhorst 
lay inside the pier of the outer Jetty 
at La Pallice 240 miles south of Brest. 
While bomber and fighter commands 
prepared for Thursdays great on- 
slaughts on the German warships, 
Coastal Command bombers and torpedo 
bombers opened tke offensive by 
showering the heaviest vombs on the 
Scharnhorst. The attack was so per- 
sistent and effective that the cruiser 
did not move She had to stay in the 
same position until the Bomber Com- 
mand, using the biggest aircraft, had 
assembled the most powérful striking 
force ever directed against a warship. 


EMDEN BOMBED 

A U.S. Flying. Fortress—one of the 
Bombe Command's stratosphere 
‘planes—while out on reconnaissance 
on & turday rained bombs on the port 
of ’ nden at the end of the sixth werk 
of che R.A.F. day-night offensive on 
Germany and Northern France, dur- 
ing which British airmen made the 
first raid ever from the stratosphere 
in the course of the biggest daylight 
attacks of the war, which were on the 
German battleships Scharnhorst in La 
Pallice and Gneisenau at Brest, and 
included Berlin within «the seope of 
their three-target-a-night offensive on 
Germany. More fighter sweeps were 
also made over the Channel on Satur- 
day, and one enemy fighter was shot 
down without loss while shipping was 
being attacked. Apart from the tre- 
mendous damage done by British 
bombers in their smashing day and 
night attacks on land targets, 1t was 
another week of reverses “fíor the 
Lufttwafte. In daylight the _Germans 
lost 63 more fighter ‘planes—54 in the 
battleship attacks on Thursday—and 
two bombers and four more fighters 
at night. The R.A.F.’s daylight losses 
were 26 fighters and 8 bombers, apart 
from the 15 bombers missing in the 
battleship attacks. 


ATTACK ON BERLIN — 

While the night raids on Britain 
were again on a very small scale, Ger- 
man industry and perts in the West 
and North-West of the Reich were 
heavily battered night after night, cul- 
minating in the attack. on Berlin and 
concentrated raids on Hanover and 
Hamburg on Friday, in which opera- 
tions nine bombers were lost. During 
the rest of the week the night raids 
cost Britain only seven bombers. The 
heaviest and most powerful bombs in 
Britain’s armoury were crashed down 
on Berlin. As Britain's big four- 
engined bombers circled overhead huge 
flashes sprang up dead in the centre of 
the city. Targets were identified by 
flares. It was Berlin’s 46th raid and 
the first since June 2. Capacity loads 
of bombs were carried by what the 
Air’ Ministry described as “a small 
force” of bombers. Ruin and con- 
flagration were wreaked among indus- 
tries, docks and’: communications at 
Hanover and Hamburg, while fighters 


raided enemy ‘dromes in Northern 
France.

COMMON HERITAGE 


“1 arrived on business,” said Mr. 
Hopkins. “ My business is the same 
as that of every other American, from 
the President of the Umited States to 
the man who drives a rivet or runs a 
lathe in an airplane factory—the safe- 
guarding of our heritage of freedom of 
thought and action. Right now. Hitler 
is seriously threatening this heritage of 
ours, a heritage which is yours. Í did 
not come from America alone. | came 
in a bomber ’plane, and with me were 
twenty other bombers made in 
America. These air ‘planes to-night 
may be dropping bombs on Brest, on 
Hamburg, on Berlin, helping to safe- 
guard our common heritage. 


U.S. WARSHIPS 


‘The President, speaking for the 
people of the United States, is render- 
ing Britain more than lip service; even 
now, as Í speak, sleek, grey destroyers, 
flying the American flag, are plunging 
their bows into the waters of the North 
Atlantic. Once upon a time this mighty 
ocean separated us: now it joins us. 
To-night British and American war- 
ships are patrolling on parallel lanes, 
with only one object in view—to guard 
the world’s lifeline. 1 have been with 
the President when messages came to 
him telling him of the bombing of 
workers’ flats in the East End of 
London. I was with him when the 
news first came of the tragic bombing 
of Coventry, and later of Plymouth. | 
heard the words which came not from 
his lips, but from his heart. 


PRESIDENT’S WISH 


“ The President asked me to come 
over here. My instructions from him 
were: ‘ Find out if the material we are 
sending to Britain is arriving. Find 
out if it is what Britain wants. Let 
me know if there is anything more that 
Britain needs.’ This is my mission. I 
have learned that most of the war 
material America has shipped to this 
island has arrived here—although I 
know only too well of some of the 
precious cargoes that have gone to 
the bottom of the sea. I have found 
that there are certain things which you 
need in order to fight this war for the 
democracies. I am confident America 
can supply them. We in America may 
be 3, miles away, but to-day the 
Atlantic Ocean is merely a channel. 

‘President Roosevelt knew that 
sympathy was humane, but a ‘flying 
fortress’ could drop more bombs; ad- 
miration was pleasing, but an Ameri- 
can destrover could drop depth 
charges.’ 


A NEW WEAPON 


Telling how Britain is benefiting 
from the Lease and Lend Act, Mr. 
Hopkins said :—‘‘ This Act put our 
sympathies and our admiration into 
tangible form. It is a weapon against 
the tyrant, against the man who would 
enslave our democracies. 

“Publication of the exact amount 
of material which has already arrived 
here might give valuable information 
to the enemy and might jeopardise the 
lifeline stretching from Canada and 
America to Britain. Now that life- 
ling is much stronger. No enemy 
action can stop the ceaseless tide of 
ships coming here daily this time, 
ladeu with something more substantial 
than hopes and sympathy. During 
the past several months airnianes, now 
numbering thousands, made in Ameri- 
can factories. have been flown or 
shipped across the Atlantic. — These 
range from the largest bombers to the 
fastest fighters. .. They are in combat 
now. 


'PLANES AND TANKS 


“1 have seen in the past week the 
great Boeing four-engine bombers re- 
turn from Germany. A vast pro- 
gramme for building’ thousands of 
these giants of the air is far advanced, 
and Hitler will not be able to move 
his factories far enonugh to the east 
to escape their devastating power of 
destruction. America has already. sent 
several hundred tanks throughout the 
Empire. “Many more are on the way. 
Ocean-going ships, many of them oil 
tankers, have been transferred to 
Britain. The greatest merchant. ship. 
building programme ever undertaken is 
in progress. Night and day the rivet- 
ing never ceases. We can promise 
that there will be ships to carry the 
food and the oil and the munitions. 


AMERICAN HELP 


‘To-day American made tanks are 
caterpillaring over the sands of the 
mid-eastern deserts. To-day American 
made airplanes of overy sort are roar- 
ing into combat wherever the Lwu/t- 
waffe shows fight. To-day the fac- 
tories of England are in full produc- 
tion. The machine tools sing a joyous 
song, and part of this symphony of 
judustry comes from American made 
machine tools. And yet we realise 
that our part to date has not been 
great. Our contribution has been but 
a@ modest part in your great war effort.

The blood and the toil, the sweat and 
the tears have been yours, not ours, 
and we realise this. 

‘‘There is reason, for our apparent 
slowness. Factories geared to peace- 
time production had to be converted 
overnight to the war production of 
tanks, airplanes, guns. New machine 


tools had to be made: and, in some 


cases, had to be invented to cope with 


new problems. This took time, 


IT TOOK TIME 


It took some time, said Mr. Hopkins, 
to realise that the war might well be 
decided in the factories of Detroit or 
Los Angeles, in ‘the steel mills of 
Pittsburg and in tbe mines of Pennsyl- 
vania. ‘‘ To-day that was being 
realised. To-day American industry 
joins hands with the men who work 
for Beaverbrook and Bevin in forget- 
ting factional trade union disputes, in 
limiting holidays, in sacrificing for the 
common victory.. . The Nazis 
will never be able to move their war 
factories far enough away to keep them 
from the eyes of the combined air 
strength of our countries. I am not 
talking of the distant future nor of 
estimates based on speculation. I know 
how hard the men in the factories work 
here, J] know the dock workers of 
England have had a hard time and 
that they have never faltered. Our 
country knows this... . 

“" America will never allow the people 
of Britain to go hungry. During the 
next twelve months huge quantities of 
cheese, pork, eggs, canned salmon, 
raisins, evaported milk and concen- 
trated fruit juice will arrive here. A 
thousand miscellaneous articles all-im- 
portant to the war effort are being pro- 
duced and are on their way. They are 
coming in steadily increasing volume 
from my country. 


AID FOR RUSSIA 

‘“We in America are détermined to 
ive all possible aid to China and 
Rutilawecid immediately. Your Prime 
Minister asked us for the tools. I 
promise you that they are coming; that 
an endless assembly belt stretches from 
our western coast to this island and 
to the Middle East ; that nothing will 
be allowed to interfere with the full 
efficiency of this supply line. The 
enormous amount of war material 
which is en route now will reach here 
safely. President Roosevelt promised 
that he will take steps to eusure the 
delivery of goods consigned to Britain.

BARONY FOR 
SIR HUGH SEELY 


The elevation of Sir Hugh Seely, 
Bart., M.P., to the Peerage, announced 
last night, will necessitate a by- 
election at Berwick-on-I'weed, which 
Sir Hugh has represented as a Liberal 
since 1035. Sir Hugh has now taken 
up his appointment as additional] Par- 
liamentary Under-Secretary of State to 
the Air Ministry, and will be the first 
Ministerial spokesman for the Áir 
Ministry in the House of Lords. 

Sir Hugh commanded an R.A.F. 
squadron four years ago, and has flown 
since the war, but on reaching the age 
limit—he rs 42—was debarred from 
further service flying.

' 
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Criticism of 
the Critics 

“What's Wrong 

with the Theatre” 


IRE two C’s—Censorship and 

Criticism — were roundly 
abused by speakers at last 
night’s discussion on “What's 
wrong with the “Theatre?” 
sponsored by the newly-revivcd 
Dublin Drama League, in the 
Gate Theatre, Dublin, under 
the chairmanship of Dr. Bethel 
Solomons. 


Very little constructive criticism of 
the theatre was offered by the speakers, 
but Mrs H. Sheehy-Skeffington, who 
described herself as a ‘‘ theatre adict,”’ 
said that critics were rather too kind 
and needed to get away from the “kid 

love touch.” Audiences were usually 
iitesinating. but at the Abbey they 
frequently contained intolerable people. 
The Abbey was being spoiled by the 
State subsidy and a blight had come 
over the directorate; it needed new 
blood, and she would like to see a re- 
vival of some of the older plays. 

After wondering if there was not some 
unofficial censorship which led to 
taboos, she reverted to the critics and 
said that in Dublin. everyone knew 
evervone else, therefpre if a friend 
produced a play how could you say 
anything wrong about it? One should 
not always blame the critics, but the 
vested interests. 


PRODUCERS AND STARS 
GOOD 


Professor W B. Stanford declared 
that’ the producers and stars were 
very good and the faults were In the 
playvgoers and erttics, and, to a certain 
extent, in the playwrights. The critics 
displayed a lack of standards, values 
and technical knowledge. Playwrights 
were muzzled, politically, morally and 
theologically. lí there was no official 
censorship, there was <ertainly very 
strong pressure brought to bear to 
keep certain plays off the stage. This 
was a policy of obscurantism. 

Agreement about the critics came 
from Mr. Michael MacLiammoir, who 
considered the poorest producer in 
Dublin was better than the best critics, 
who did not even begin to know their 
‘ob. ‘' Drivel written by a _ school- 
child could not be worse than that 
written by the average Dublin critic.” 
Audiences, he added, were ~ pretty 
awiul—except at the Gate.” 


PAYMENT FOR ACTORS 


He referred to a recent paragraph 
in the ‘‘lrishman’s Diary ” about the 
payment of actors, and said he believed 
that only twenty or thirty actors and 
actresses 12 Dublin should be paid at 
all. Hilton Edwards had spent hours 
drumming the rudiments of acting into 
boys and girls, and paying them for 
learning. If the /rish Times demanded 
payment for them it should look into 
the matter further. 

re was undoubtedly censorship on 
all the fundamentals, not alone sex, 
and what was there to write about if 
one must ignore these fundamentais? 


CHILD-LIKE AUDIENCES 
Mr. Alfred Lugg, who said that he 


had thirty-five years’ stage experience 
and was present at the birth of the 
British Drama League, described 
Dublin audiences as the most child. 
like in which he had ever sat. To 
encourage bad actors was a crime 
against the theatre. In the Abbey 
Theatre there was too much sameness 
about the plays, and in all Irish 
theatres more attention should be paid 
to detail in production. The stage 
always had been overcrowded, but not 
with actors and actresses. Mr. Lugg 
suggested that debates after matinees 
might help to develop criticism, but a 
member of the New Theatre Group 
(Mrs. Molly Hall) said that her group 
had tried this and found it a failure. 


‘* GROWN-UP PLAYS ” 

After referring to the amazing 
activity of the theatre in Dublin in 
the last few months, Mr. Austin Clarke 
spoke of his interest in verse drama, 
and suggested that the Dublin Drama 
League should. produce ‘‘ grown-up 
plays for grown-up people.” 

Mr. Norman Jeffares considered that 
Dublin producers were too much in- 
clined to type-cast, and only about five 
per cent. of it ever came off. 

There was not very much wrong with 
the theatre in Dublin, in the opinion 
of Mr. Denis Johnston, who said that 
each group was, in its own way, per- 
forming good work. The established 
theatre could not afford to do any- 
thing really experimental, and for this 
reason the Dublin Drama League had 
heen formed; it would not cut across 
the professional theatre, but would 
help it to find recruits for the Irish 
stage. Arrangements were being made 
to establish contact with theatre groups 
in other cities and towns throughout 
the country. 

Other speakers from the audience, in- 
cluding Mr. Edward Sheehy and Mrs. 
Weingreen, suggested the production 
of continegtal rather thna English 
plays by the Drama League, and also 
that the League should pay particular 
attention to plays for children, as 
Dublin still lacked a children’s theatre. 


GERMANY ’S DESTINY . 
DR. GOEBBELS ON RUSSIA 


Germany's destiny will be decided 
in Eastern Europe, said Dr. Goebbels 
when opening the German Art Exhibi- 
tion at Munich last Saturday. 

‘Our Fuehrer, who in the past 
always inaugurated these exhibitions.

But their shouting is 
drowned by the thunder of the guns 
which are paving the way for a new 
Europe.

On Saturday night Moscow was the 
target for another attempted mass raid 
by the Luftwaffe, but the Russians 
claim that their defences prevented 
all but a few raiders reaching the 
capital. The raid lasted three-and-a- 
half hours. An immense anti-aircraft 
Leriage, the heaviest put up so far. 
hept the raiders at a_ respectable 
height. The crash of bombs was occa- 
sionally heard, but no large fires were 
caused.

The German Newa Agency said that 
bombs destroyed railway lines, bridges, 
depots and other objectives. Well over 
a hundred thousand kilograms of high 
explosive bombs and several thousand 
incendiary bombs were dropped. The 
German ‘planes carried out all their 
tasks with complete success and re- 
turned to their bases without loss to 
themselves. 


23,000 PRISONERS

Our tanks and brave  infantrymen 
hurled themselves against units of the 
German infantry division.

at point-blank range. 

“According to preliminary reports, 
4,000 German officers and soldiers found 
their graves on the field of battle. Our 
stretcher-bearers picked up about 3,000 
and some hundreds wounded. A large 
number of prisoners was taken. 

“Several dozen tanks, a large 
number of lorries and motor cycles, 40 
anti-tank guns, 12 heavy guns and 
eight light guns and 20 mine throwers 
were destroyed. .

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TheiNext Move 


The American (and British Governments 
have taken actian, of a kind, against 
Japan. Her occagpation of the southern 
ports of French Indo-China hardly had 
begun during the week-end before both 
Washington and Liondon had announced 
the ‘‘ freezing’’ of japanese assets within 
their jurisdiction. Whis must be a serious 
blow to Japan, who+depends very largely 
on Britain and the United States. Not 
only do they and ther dependencies form 
the bulk of her expom markets, but they 
also are among her principal sources of 
supply; it has been rackoned, indeed—not 
exactly to the credit of either nation— 
that without American and British assist- 
ance the Japanese never would have been 
able to conduct their war against China 
for so long. The net effect of the 
dá freering” is that fram now onwards 
Japan will be unable to do any form of 


itrade with either of the great democracies 


unless with the express permission of its 
Jovernment; and this permission, pre- 
sumably, will depend upon the manner in 
which she comports herself. Her occupa- 
tion of French Indo-China has been a blow 
to them. It puts her in a position of very 
great advantage if ever she should decide 
to. make a bid either for Singapore or for 
the Netherlands Fast Indies; and there 
can be little doubt that she will strike at 
one or another, if not both, of those 
objectives within the near future. The 
actual decision, and its date, may be 
decided as much by her “ Axis ’’ colleagues 
as by herself. It is clearly to. their 
advantage that she should drive for 
Singapore with all possible speed. If she 
should succeed in seizing it—by far the 
strongest position in Asia— she would deal 
a really dangerous blow to Great Britain, 
who thereby would Jose control of her 
communications with the Far Fast. Itven 
if she should fail—which is eminently 
possible—the attempt would distract not 
merely British, but American, energies ; 
for the Americans would not dare let 
Singapore pass into Japanese hands, and 
would be compelled to divert a substantial 
share of their fighting forces to its assist- 
ance, with a resultant weakening of their 
help to Great Britain in the Atlantic. The 
Japanese, however, may décide that 
Singapore is too tough a nut to be cracked 
at present, and may prefer to concentrate 
upon the Netherlands East Indies. These 
islands are valuable in the extreme. They 
are one of the world’s chief sources of 
supply of tin and rubber—which, of 
course, would be cut off automatically 
from the democracies—and, in firm 
occupation, they would go far to neutralise 
the value of Singapore if at any time the 
Japanese should come openly into the war. 
Their seizure might not be a manifest 
casus belli, but it certainly could not 
be overlooked by America and (reat 
Britain. 

The Netherlands East Indies expect 
trouble: a ‘‘black-out’’ has been 1m- 
posed. President Roosevelt evidently 
expects it, too; for he has taken the armed 
forces of the Government of the Philippine 
Islands under his control, and there 1s a 
strong, but unconfirmed, rumour that the 
Pacific Fleet has left Hawaii for “ an un- 
known destination.’’ All these precautions 
may mean anything or nothing. Japan, 
that most cautious of nations, may be 
satished for the time being with her 
acquisitions in French Indo-China, and 
may have nothing more in mind than to 
sit down and await another favourable 
Opportunity to aggrandise herself. From 
an objective point of view, it would be the 
wiser. She ig no longer on easy terms 
with Russia, who maintains a considerable 
army in uncomfortable proximity to.Japan. 
She is face to face with an implacable foe 
in the person of Marshal Chiang Kai- 
shek, who assuredly will take every 
possible advantage of Japan s entangle- 
ments ; and she has been a belligerent for 
four years, which cannot fail to have 
wearied her people and to have depleted 
her supplies. The dice, indeed, are loaded 
against her. A major conflict between 
Japan and the democracies would be 
helpful to the “ Axis’’ Powers, but it is 
hard to see what she herself could gain 
from it. If she had entered the European 
War six months or a year ago, before the 
United States had begun to mobilise her 
great resources for the assistance of 
Britain and her own rearmament, she 
would have entered with a fair prospect of 
success, If she could time her entry for 
some date in the futmre so as to 
synchronise with ‘a really formidable 
German bid for the supremacy of the 
Atlantic, she would be almost certain to 
catch the democracies on the wrong foot. 
The present, on the other hand, seems the 
worst time of all—unless Herr Hitler is 
contemplating some major movement to 
distract the democracies’ attention, and 
that appears to be unlikely in view of his 
commitments in Russia. Yet. nothing is 
certain. The Far East in general, and 
Japan in particular, are overhung by a 
great veil of censorship, even denser than 
that which overshadows the German cam- 


paign against the Russians. For some 


days past there have been rumours of 
troop movements, both by the Russians 
and the Japanese, in the neighbourhood of 
Manchukuo; and it yet may happen that 
the Japanese will make their entry into 
the Fusopean war by that route rather 
than an assault to the south. The 
belligerents, and the prospective belli- 
gerente, in this conflict do not advertise 
their actions beforehand. Nothing is 
known of their intentions until they 
strike.

The Sixth Week 


The war between Germany and Russia 
has entered its sixth week, and still there 
is no sign of a decision. Of course, judged 
by the standards of former wars, a 
campaign of five or six weeks is a mere 
incident; but since the introduction by 
the Germans of Blitzkrieg methods, and 
the collapse of France last summer, the 
world has begun to reckon campaigns in 
terms of weeks rather than of months or 
years, and there is no doubt at all that 
not only the Germans, but most of the

The paper dealt with ‘‘ Bullies Acre.” the 
traditional burial ground of Brian Boru’s son 
and grandson, killed in the Battle of Clon- 
tarf in 1014. ‘Bullies Acre,’ it was 
recalled, also was the burial ground of the 
noted pugilist, Dan Donnelly, while Sergeant 
James Graham, reputed to be '“' the bravest 
man at Waterloo,”’ also was buried in the 
vicinity. 

The Roval Hospital itself was erected in 
1680 by Royal Charter of Charles II. as a 
hospital for old soldiers, at a cost of about 
£24,000. Sir Thomas Robinson, Surveyor- 
General of Ireland at the time, was the 
designer. 

Architectural features are the Great Hall, 
with its portraits of King Charles II. and 
the Duke of Ormond, and the chapel, with 
its circular stained-glass Gothic window and 
ceiling of rich stucco work.

It is possible that some interesting 


changes in administration in India may 
come about shortly, and these may include 
the setting up of a small War Cabinet for 
the country, with three British and two 
Indian members.

War Damage 


During the week-end property-owners in 


London and other parts of Britain have 
received assessments under the War 
Damage Act relating to compulsory insur- 
ance avainst damage through air-raid. The 
assessments are based upon the value of 
the DProperty under Schedule A for income 
tax, and pay ment IS being arranged 
through the machinery employed for the 
collection of income tax. The amount now 
pavable is two shillings in the pound on 
the assessment value of the property, and 
the instalment is the first of five, the 
others being due on July 1st. 1942. 1943, 
1944 and 1945.

Farm Wages 


Although hopes that an increase of pay 
for agricultural workers would be agreed 
upon this week have not been fulfilled, 
the application for higher wages has not 
been rejected, and the matter is to ha 
further considered after the harvest. By 
that time it is considered by the appointed 
members to the Agricultural Wages Board 
the materials necessary for any estitna- 
tion of the amount should be available, 
and a meeting is to be arranged for 
November to decide the -matter. This 
opinion relates to the question of a 
national minimum, and. does not prejudice 
the powers exercised by county con.-.ittees 
in dealing with wage questions im their 
areas. The proposed national minimum 
for adult farm workers is sixty shillings 
per weel:. By the time the question of a 
national minimum is due for considera- 
tion it is possible that local wages may be 
adjusted, and that the adjustments made 
will be taken as a guide in deciding the 
matter of a national rate of pay. As 
conditions vary greatly in different parts 
of Britain the question of fixing a national 
rate presents difficulties, but the matter is 
to be thoroughly examined all the same, 


Price Control 


Important changes are likely to ha 
introduced when the new‘ Goods and 
Services (Price Control) Bill becomes law 
shortly. as there will be a much wider 
svstem of control. Hitherto control has 
applied mainly to retail prices, but in 
future wholesalers’ charges are to be sub- 
ject to investigation, and manufacturers’ 
prices are to come under review. The new 
bill gives power to fix wholesale or retail 
prices or percentage of distributors’ 
profits, while charges for such services 
as storage of furniture, repair work of 
various descriptions, and laundry wor 
will be controlled. 


Local Meat 


The new order by the Ministry of Foo 
that caterers must in future obtain thei: 
meat from suppliers within their own loca 
food area will have important results in 
distribution, and for a time some catering 
establishments may have to curtail their 
meat meals until new arrangements are 
made. It has been found that some of 
the London hotels and restaurants hare 
been obtaining their supplies from distant 
parts of the country, and that large 
quantities of beef have been sent from 
Scotland. The new system will bring 
about a reduction in the amount of long- 
distance haulage, which will be an 
advantage in these days when transport 
difficulties play so large a part in causing 
faulty distribution.

French Indo-China will begin to day or 
to-morrow, if, indeed, it has not 
already begun. General Sumita, the 
head of the Japanese Mission in Indo- 
China, has already reached Saigon, 
accompanied by military and naval 
officers, and Japanese bombers are re- 
ported to have landed at the Saigon 
airport. Pefore Japan embarked upon 
this latest act of aygression both the 
American and the British Governments 
had warned the Japanese Government 
that they would regard it as a poten- 
tial threat to their own interests in the 
Far Kast. ‘This warning had no effect; 
the Japanese during the past five years 
have Jéarned to disregard protests and 
representations from Washington and 
London in the conviction that no action 
would ‘ever be taken to make them 
effective. This time, however, action 
has followed swiftly and without hesi- 
tation. The American Government has 
issued an order freezing all Japanese 
assets in the United States, and the 
Governments of Great Britain and the 
other British countmes have followed 
the American example with a proimpt- 
ness which makes it plain to the whole 
world that thev are acting on a plan 
converted in advance and in full agree- 
ment with one another. 

How the Japanese assets will be 

sted. adds The Time *. will depend 

a Japan herself. The licensing 
system puts a mighty weapon in the 


hands of the United States (Govern- 


ment; used, as it obviously will be, in 
concert with the (;overnments of the 
British Empire it can, if necessary, 


put an effective stop to Japanese trade 
not only with North America and with 
the Empire, but also with South 
America, where the bulk of Japanese 
trade 1s conducted in dollars or sterling 
through New York, San Francisco and 
London, Altogether the orders cover 
bv far the greater part of Japan's trade 
with the rest of the world, especia!!y her 
trade in oil, metals and other munitions. 
It has been stated that nine-tenths of 
the material which Japan has used in 
her war of aggression against China 
has been drawn from. American and 
sritish sources. This may be an 
exaggeration, but it is safe fo say 
that the proportion is such that she 
would not have been able to carry on 
if these supplies had been denied her, 
as they now may be if she persists in 
what Mr. Sumner Welles describes as 
her policy of ‘expansion by force or 
the threat of force.” 


tHE PARISH 
CHURCHES 


TRELLIS FOR THE 
DEVOTIONAL VINE 


Festival Services were held in Christ 
Church, Bray, at 11.30 a.m. and 6.30 
p.m. yesterday in commemoration of its 
consecration on the Feast of St. James 
1863. 

Preaching at the Morning Service, 
the Archbishop of Dublin, takiug as 
his text, “I will offer to thee the 
sacrifice of thanksgiving, and will call 
upon the name of the Tord: ‘eg 
the courts of the Lord’s house, in the 
midst of thee, O Jerusalem. Praise ye 
the Lord ' (Ps. 116), said that 
seventy-eight years ago a great oon- 
gregation assembled in that church 
when Archbishop Whately had been 
down to consecrate it. and set it apart 
for the worship of God, 

Having stated that nearly three 
thousand years ago, in September, 973 
B.C., a greater crowd had assembled 
on a hill then just outside the walls 
of the little city of Jerusalem for a 
similar purpose, Dr. Barton said: 
“Strange is it not how ceremonies 
repeat themselves all down the 
centuries? But do we not see in these 
facts this truth—that in man there is 
a fundamental need for fellowship with 


God’? ‘There is an instinct in man’s 
heart which demands that he must 
worship the highest he knows. The 


temple on the rock dominated the city 
of Jerusalem just as the noble spire of 
this house of God dominates the town 
of Bray.” 
Continuing, the Archbishop said: 
The public temple worship was the 
hotbed in which personal spiritual 
relief grew, and I believe that our 
churches perform the same function.... 
As with the temple at Jerusalem, so 
with our own parish churches—their 
Services have been the trellis work on 
which the vine of our devotional life 
has grown up and been supported as 
it stretches up its tendrils oy eaves. 
In conclusion, the Archbishop said: 
“May this church continue, to be a 
place where God will hear the prayers 
of His people, and will draw near to 
them and draw them nearer to Him- 
self.”

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TheiNext Move 


The American {and British Governments 
have taken actian, of a kind, against 
Japan. Her occaapation of the southern 
ports of French Indo-China hardly had 
begun during the week-end before both 
Washington and Liendon had announced 
the ‘‘ freezing’’ of Japanese assets within 
their jurisdiction. This must be a serious 
blow to Japan, who+depends very largely 
on Britain and the United States. Not 
only do they and thear dependencies form 
the bulk of her expom markets, but they 
also are among her principal sources of 
supply ; it has been reckoned. indeed—not 
exactly to the credit of either nation— 
that without American and British assist- 
ance the Japanese never would have been 
able to conduct their war against China 
for so long.

It puts her in a position of very 
great advantage if ever she should decide 
to make a bid either for Singapore or for 
the Netherlands East Indies; and there 
can be little doubt that she will strike at 
one or another, if not both, of those 
objectives within the near future. The 
actual decision, and its date, may be 
decided as much by her “ Axis ”’ colleagues 
as by herself. It is clearly to their 
advantage that she should drive for 
Singapore with all possible speed. If she 
should succeed in seizing it—by far the 
strongest position in Asia—she would deal 
a really dangerous blow to Great Britain, 


who thereby would lose control of her

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communications with the Far East. 
if she should fail—which is eminently 
possible—the attempt would distract not 
merely British, but American, . energies ; 
for the Americans would not dare let 
Singapore pass into Japanese hands, and 
would be compelled to divert a substantial 
share of their fighting forces to its assist- 
ance, with a resultant weakening of their 
help to Great Britain in the Atlantic.

The Far East in general, and 
Japan in particular, are overhung by a 
great veil of censorship, even denser than 
that which overshadows the German cam- 
paign against the Russians. For some 
days past there have been rumours of 
troop movements, both by the Russians 
and the Japanese, in the neighbourhood of 
Manchukuo; and it yet may happen that 
the Japanese will make their entry into 
the Kusopean war by that route rather 
than an assault to the south. The 
belligerents, and the prospective belli- 
gerents, in this conflict do not advertise 
their. actions beforehand. Nothing is 
known of their intentions until they 
strike. 


The Sixth Week 


The war between Germany and Russia 
has entered its sixth week, and still there 
is no sign of a decision.

GARDA HEADQUARTERS 
VISITED 
HISTORIC BUILDING 


When members of the Old Dublin Society 
visited the Civic Guard Headquarters, 
Kilmainham, last Saturday Superintendent 
W. J. O'Reilly, in an interesting paper, dealt 
with the storied past of the historic building, 
formerly the old Royal Hospital. 

He referred to the Richmond Tower Gate 
which was erected in 1812 by the Duke of 
Richmond at the foot of Watling street. As 
it impeded traffic to Kingsbridge it was 
re-erected by the railway company in its 
present position in 1846. It was the work of 
Francis Johnson, who designed the G.P.O., 
St. George's Church, and other well-known 
buildings. 

The paper dealt with ‘‘ Bullies Acre,” the 
traditional burial ground of Brian Boru’s son 
and grandson, killed in the Battle of Clon- 
tarf in 1014. ‘‘ Bullies Acre,’ it was 
recalled, also was the burial ground of the 
noted pugilist, Dan Donnelly, while Sergeant 
James Graham, reputed to be ‘‘ the bravest 
man at Waterloo,’’ also was buried in the 
vicinity. 

The Royal Hospital itself was erected in 
1680 by Royal Charter of Charles II. as a 


hospital for old soldiers, at a cost of about 


£24,000. Sir Thomas Robinson, Surveyor- 
General of Ireland at the time, was the 
designer. 


Architectural features are the Great Hall, 
with its portraits of King Charles II. and 
the Duké of Ormond, and the chapel, with 
its circular stained-glass Gothic window and 
ceiling of rich stucco work,

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‘T HE further debate on production, to 

take place shortly, assumes an in- 
creasing importance as time goes by. The 
postponement of a debate which was to 
have taken place last week will give Mr. 
Churchill longer time for the inquiry into 
definite complaints by members who have 
not hesitated to ‘speak plainly. Mr. 
Churchill is to open the debate himself in 
a speech expected to be comprehensive, 
but in the meanwhile a number of back- 
bench members have put down a motion 
calling for the centralisation of all pro- 
duction under a Minister with full 
executive authority to arrange pro- 
grammes, allocate priorities and to initiate 
and carry out an agreed policy for wages 
and man-power. At present there seems to 
be little possibility that Mr. Churchill 
will accept such a proposal, but that he 
will defend and maintain the present 
control. of production. The debate, which 
will be of unusual length for these days, 
will be of the greatest interest. 


Ruling India 


It is possible that some interesting 
changes in administration in India may 
come about shortly, and these may include 
the setting up of a small War Cabinet for 
the country, with three British and two 
Indian members. Lord Linlithgow, Sir 
Archibald Wavell. Sir Reginald Maxwell, 
Mr. Raghavendro Rao, Minister of Defence. 
and Sir H. P. Moddly, of the Ministry of 
Supply, will probably be chosen. In the 
meantime there is a change of feeling 
among the Communists, and some are 
advising their Indian colleagues to accept 
the machinery now being set up as a 
bridgehead for negotiations and the 
formation of a united Indian front against 
aggression. It is also possible that many 
of the political prisoners now held will be 
released and given an opportunity of 
deciding on their future policy. 


War Damage 


During the week-end property-owners in 
London and other parts of Britain have 
received assessments under the War 
Damage Act relating to compulsory insur- 
ance against damage through air-raid. The 
assessments are based upon the value of 
the property under Schedule A for income 
tax, and payment is being arranged 
through the machinery employed for the 
collection of income tax. The amount now 
payable is two shillings in the pound on 
the assessment value of the property, and 
the instalment is the first of five, the 
others being due on July Ist, 1942, 1943, 
1944 and 1945. Some intricate calculations 
are involved, particularly where there are 
outstanding mortgages or where several 
parties are interested as leaseholders of 
the same property, but most of the 
questions which gave rise to difficulties 
when the scheme was first introduced have 
now been overcome. and the plan which is

Farm Wages 


Although hopes that an increase of pay 
for agricultural workers would be agreed 
upon this week have not been fulfilled, 
the application for higher wages has not 
been rejected, and the matter 1s to he 
further considered after the harvest. By 
that time it is considered by the appointed 
members to the Agricultural Wages Board 
the materials necessary for any estima- 
tion of the amount should be available, 
and a meeting is to be arranged for 
November to decide the matter. This 
opinion relates to the question of a 
national minimum, and does not prejudice 
the powers exercised by county committees 
in dealing with wage questions in their 
areas. The proposed national minimum 
for adult farm workers is sixty shillings 
per weelx. By the time the question of a 
national minimum is due for considera- 
tion it is possible that local wages may be 
adjusted, and that the adjustments made 
will be taken as a guide in deciding the 
matter of a national rate of pay. As 
conditions vary greatly in different parts 
of Britain the question of fixing a national 
rate presents difficulties, but the matter is 
to be thoroughly examined all the same, 


Price Control 


Important changes are likely to ha 
introduced when the new Goods and 
Services (Price Control) Bill becomes law 
shortly, as there will be a much wider 
system of control. Hitherto control has 
applied mainly to retail prices, but in 


future wholesalers’ charges are to be sub- 


ject to investigation, and manufacturers’ 


prices. are to come under review. The new 
bill gives power to fix wholesale or retail 
prices or percentage of distributors’ 
profits, while charges for such services 
as storage of furniture, repair work of 
various descriptions, and laundry work 
will be controlled. 


Local Meat 


The new order by the Ministry of Food 
that caterers must in future obtain their 
meat from suppliers within their own local 
food area will have important results in 
distribution, and for a time some catering 
establishments may have to curtail their 
meat meals until new arrangements are 
made. It has been found that some of 
the London hotels and restaurants have 
been obtaining their supplies from distant 
parts of the country, and that large 
quantities of beef have been sent from 
Scotland. The new system will bring 
about a reduction in the amount of long- 
distance haulage, which will be an 
advantage in these days when transport 
difficulties play so large a part in causing 
faulty distribution.

ANKARA, Sunday. 

The Turks affect little concern over 
Moscow's disclosure of a German plan 
to attack Turkey, which, they say, 
must date back to the time before the 
German-Turkish friendship pact. 

Official comment is not available, but 
the ordinary ‘Turk argues that 
Germany, faced with the choice of 
attacking Turkey or Russia, naturally 


prepared for either eventuality. The 
Germans are just now being exces- 
sively polite to the Turks, making 


full, but unavailing, use of every pro- 
paganda opportunity to estrange them 
from the democracies. 

The Turks fully appreciate’ the 
strategic importance of their country 
on the route to the East, but while 
recognising that the alarm may come 
one day they feel that that day is not 
yet. Meanwhile all the necessary 
measures to meet aggression, if and 
when it is launched, are being taken.

To-day’s Italian communiqué states : 
Four enemy planes were shot down 
in combats over Malta yesterday. Two 
of our ‘planes failed to return, but 
one of the pilots was saved. During 
the night of July 26 the base of La 
Valetta was again bombed. 
‘In North Africa an attempted at- 
tack by the enemy at Tobruk was again 
repulsed. A British ship at anchor in 
the harbour was repeatedly hit by 
German artillery. 
‘‘ During the night of July 26 British 
‘planes raided Benghazi. 
“In East Africa the enemy again 
ordered the garrison of Wolchefit to

AVING regard to the importance 
H of the struggle between the 

German and Russian forces and 
the serious move taken by Japan in 
the impending occupation of Indo- 
China, 1t is not surprising that busi- 
ness in London Stock Exchange 
securities has fallen off lately. But, 
while the promise of wider markets 
generally held out only a short time 
ago has not been fulfilled, it cannot 
be said that there is any weakness, 
apart from Japanese Bonds, which 
were sharply marked down on the news 
from the Far Kast, and were de- 
scribed as practically unsaleable.

INFLATION DANGER 


Tt is a good thing that the Government 
have published a warning in the form of a 
White Paper of the evils of inflation, The 
Views expressed are those of most people 
who have devoted any study fo these 
matters. but none the less they bear repeti- 
tion. The Paper is published at a price 
that places if within the reach of every- 
hody. and certainly it should he read by 
the million. The gist of the warning which 
it is songht to convev is that the policy of 
price stabilisution will be made impossible, 
and increases of wae rates will defeat 
their own obiect unless such increases are 
regulated in a mariner that makes it pos- 
sible to keep prices and inflationary 
tendencies under control. 

ew people will deny that there is 
danger of inflation despite stiffer taxation 
and the rationing: of food and clothes. 
The danger arises from the huge Govern- 
ment expenditure, a large proporfion§ of 
which represents. directly or indirectly, pay- 
ment for wages. for this has led to an 
increase in the deposits of the hanks to a 
record high level. In the circumstances. }t 
is. perhaps. surprising that the expansion 
in the note circulation of the Bank of 
England has not been greater.

COURTAULDS WARNING 

T is a pity that the Loan of approxt- 
mately £106.000,000 which America is fo 
make to Britain could not’ have been 
arranged some months ago. for the object 
is to avoid the heavy losses which would 
be incurred by the forced sale of sectrities 
representing British investments inthe U.S. 

If the Loan could have been arranged 
hefore Courtaulds were obliged to part with 
their available American Visense assets, 
the shareholders would be in a better post- 
tion now.

ARGENTINE RAILWAYS 

Little credence is attached to revived 
rumours of a plan for the sale of British- 
owned railways operating in Argentina to 
the Government of that country. It is 
unlikely that toe heavy expenditure involved 
would be undertaken at a time when the 
country was suffering from the curtailment 
of its export trade through the war. 

Co-ordination of the whole transport system 
has been talked of for some time past, 
but even this would involve a considerable 
expense, and it is fairly safe to assume 
that nothing will be done in either direc- 
tion until after the war. At the same time, 
the prospect is not one that should induce 
holders to sacrifice their stocks at present 
prices.

In the leather trade there was no 
slackening of the demand for al) descrip. 
tions of sole leather. and the amount of 
“ free’ leather available does not appear 
to be sufficient for requirements The 
rationing of footwear has accentuated the 
demand for repairing bends, and repairers 
often find it difficult to secure adequate 
rn EI of suitable bends. With regard to 
offal, there was little change there being 
a sustained demand for bellies and shoulders, 
prices of which ruled exceptionally firm. 
The call for all kinds of upper leather has 
become rather more insistent. with the 
shortage of calf more pronounced. There 
was again a large turnover in suede-coloured 
splits and glace kid. A quiet trade was 
reported in patent, with a moderate trade 
in reptiles. Prices generally remained firm. 


early part of the week home-killed meut 
was in lighter supply as compared with 
imported. At the week-end, however, 
pitchings of home-killed lamb were rather 
heavier, but releases of imported Jamb 
showed a decline, Other descriptions were 
about similar to last week. Supplies of 
pigs to the Water street collecting centre 
were about up to the average, and the 
standard of quality was well maintained.
